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HAGUE. 
The ARTICLES (at large) PRELIMINARY to the 
Treaties of a General PEACE. 

I. good, firm, and lafting Peace, Confederacy, 
and perpetual Alliance and Amity, fhall be 
forcliwith treated and eftablifh’d, between his Imperial 
Majeity with all and each of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty’s Allies (principally the Kingdom of Great- 
tain and the Lords the States General of the united 
Provinces) on the one Part, and his moft Chriftian 
Majefty with his Allies on the other Part. And fee- 
ing the prefent Conjun@ures have not permitted his 
Imperial Majefty to take previoufly the Approbation 
and Confent of the Empire, upon all that relates to it 


in feveral Articles contain’d in thefe Preliminaries, His ‘ 


Imperial Majefty fhall endeavour to procure, according 
to theUfage eftablifh'd in theEmpire, affoon as poffible, 
the Confent and Ratification of the faid Empire, before 
the Execution of the Articles which particularly con- 
cern the Empire. ; 

2. And to attain this good End fpeedily, and to en- 
joy it as much as poffible from rhis time, preliminary 
Articles are agreed, to ferve for a Foundation of the 
Treaties of a general Peace. 

3. Firft, In Confideration and in Confequence of the 


faid good Peace and fincere Union of all the Parties, 


the moft Chriftian King thal] from this time acknow- 
ledge publickly and authentickly, as alfo afterwards in 
the Treaties of Teace to be made, King Charles the 
third, in the Quality of King of Spain, the Indies, 
Naples, and Sicily, and generally of all che Territories 
dependant and comprehended under the Name of the 
Monarchy of Spain, in what Pare of the World foever 
fituate ; (except what is to be given to the Crown of 
Portugal and the Duke of Savoy, purfuant to the Trea- 
ties between the High Allies, and the Barrier in the 
Netherlands which ae faid King Charles III is to put 
into the Hands of the faid Lords the States General of 
the united Provinces, agreeably to the Tenour of the 

and Alliance in the Year 1701 ; except alfo what fhall 
fe hereafter mention’d touching the:Upper Quarter of 
Gelderland, and alfo except the Agreements .yet to be 
made with the faid King Charles III ; without except- 
ing any thing more.) Together with all the Rights 
which the late King Charles II did poffefs or ought to 
have poffefs’d, as well for himfeif as his Heirs and Suc- 
ceffors according to the Will of Philip IV, and the 
Compacts eftablifh’d and receiv'd in the moft ferene 
Houfe of Auftria. 

4. And forafmuchas the Duke of Anjou is at prefent 
in Pofleffion of a great Part of the Kingdoms of Spain, 
of the Coaft of Tufcany, the Indies, and Part of the 
Netherlands, “tis reciprocally agreed, that for the fure 
Execution of the faid Articles, and of the Treaties of 
Peace to be made, the faid Treaties fhall be finith’d 


, within the Term of two Months, to begin from the 


Firft Day of the enfuing Month of June, if poffible ; 
During which time his moft Chriftian Majefty hall fo 
order it, that the Kingdom of ‘Sicily thal] be put into 
the Potleflion of his Catholick Majefty Charles III; 
And the faid Duke fhall corte in full Safety and Free- 
dom out of the Limits of the Kingdoms of Spain, with 
his Confort, the Princes his Children, their Effects, 
and generally all Perfons who are willing to follow 
them: And if before the faid Term expire, the faid 
Duke of Anjou do not confent to the Execution of the 
prefent Agreement, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
ftipulating Princes and States, fhall by Concert take 
proper Meafures chat it may have intire Effe&, and that 
all Europe may by the full Performance of the faid 
Treaties of Peace tpeedily enjoy perfe&t Tranquility. 
s. To facilitate the Eftablifhment of that Tranqui- 
lity, his moft Chriftian Majefty fhall within the

6. The Monarchy of Spain fhall remain intire in 
the Houfe of Auftria, in the Manner abovemention'd. 
None of Parts thal] ever be diftnember’d ; neither 
fhall the fafd Monarchy, in whole, or in Part, be uni- 
ted to that of France ; nor fhall one and the fame 
King, or a Prince of the Houfe of France, ever become 
Soveraign thereof, in 7 Mansier whatfoever, either 
by Will, Legacy, Succeffion, Marriage Compact, \Do- 
nation, Sale, Contra&, or any other Way whatever = 
No King who fhall reign in France; nor any Prince of 
the Houfe of France, fhall ever reign in Spain, or 
acquire within the Extent of the faid Monarchy any 
Towns, Forts, Places, or Countriesin any Part of it, 
efpecially in the Netherlands, by virtue of any Dona~ 
tion, Sale, Exchange, Marriage Compaét, Inheritance, 
Legacy, Succeffion bi a Will or in Default of a Will, 
in whatever kind or Manner foever, either for himfelf, 
or for the Princes his Sons or Brothers, or their Heirs 
and Defcendants. 

7. Particularly and efpecially, France fhall never be- 
come poffefs’d of the Spanifh Indies, nor fend Ships 
thither to exercife Commerce, under any Pretext 
whatever. 

8. His moft Chriftian Majefty being willing to give 
fure Proofs of the Intention he has to maintain a firm 
and Jafting Peace, andto put an end to all Umbrage of 
his Defigns, confents to deliver up ro his Imperial 
Majefty and the Empire the City and Citadel of “Srras- 
beurg, in the Condition they are: now in, with the 
Fort of Kehl and. its Dependancies and Appurtenances 
fituate on either Side of the Rhine ; without any De+ 
mand of Coft or Expences under what Pretext foever; 
with 100 Pieces of ‘Brafs Cannon of different Sizes, 
that is to fay 50 Pieces fome Twenty-four fome Twelve 
Pounders, and 50 Pieces fome of Eight fome of four 
Pound Ball, and Ammunition in Proportion ; To be 
reeftablith’d in the Rank, Prerogatives, and Privileges 
of an Imperial City, which it enjoy’d before it came 
under the Dominion of his moft Chriftian Majefty ; 
Which faid City of Strasbourg and its Forts, thall 
deliver’d up and evacuated immediately after the Ra- 
tifications of the Emperour and Empire fhall be ex- 
chang’d at the Hague; and on the Appearance, at the 
Gates of the faid City and Forts of Strasbourg, of fome 
Perfon authoriz’d by a full Power from his . i 
Majefty and the Empire, in the ufual Form, to 
Poffeffion ef them. 
_.g. That the Town of Brifac with its bingo 
fhall be evacuated by his moft Chriftian Msiety an 
by him reftor’d to his Imperial Majefty and the Houfe 
of Auftria ; with ali the Cannon, Artillery and Stores 
of War that thall. be found in it; by the End of June 
at furtheft ; To be henceforward enjoy’d by hisImperial 
Majefty as his own Propriety, fo as his Imperial Majefty 
has and to have. enjoy’d it in Execytion 
of the Treaty of Peace concluded;at Ryfwick ;, with 
the Cannon, Artillery, and Warlike Scores now in it. 

ro. His moft Chriftian Majefty thall. from hence- 
forward poffefs Alface in the literal Sence of the Trea- 

of Munfter ; fo that he fhall content himfelf with 
the Right of Prefefture over the Ten Imperial Towns 
of the faid Alface, yet without extending the. faid 
Right to the Prejudice of the Prerogatives and Rights 
belonging to them ig-common with other free Towns 
of the Empire ; and he thall enjoy his faid Right, 
together with the Prerogatives, Revenues, and be.

13. The Queen of Great Britain and the Lords.the 
States General affirming, that the Claufe inierted in 
the Fourth Artiele of the Treaty of Ryfwick, rela- 
ting to Religion, is contrary to the Tenour of the 
Peace of Munfter; and confequently ought to be re- 
peal'd, ‘tis thoughe ‘fit, that chis Affair fhall be referr’d 
to-the Negociarion of the general Peace.

28, That the King make over to the Duke of Savoy, 
the Propriety and Soveraignty of the Towns of Exilles, 
Feneftrelles, and Chatimont, now poffc{s'd by the 
Arms of his Royal Highnefs ; together with the Val- 
ley of Pragelas; as alfo whatever lies on this fide the 
Genevre and other Mountains, fo that from hence- 
forward the faid Mountains may ferve for a Barrier and 
Limits between the Kingdom of France and the Prin- 
cipality of Piemont. 

29. Asto the late Eleftors of Cologne and Bavaria, 
their Demands and Pretenfions fhall be referr’d to the 
Negociation of the Treaties of Peace: And the Dit 

fitions and Decrees of his Imperial Majefty and the 

mpire, made and ifflued during this War, fhall be 
maintain’d, with refpe& to his Ele&oral Highnefs 
Palatiné,- who fhall remain in Pofleflion of the Upper 
Palatinate, the County of Cham, and the Rank and Dig- 
nity with which he has been invefted by his Imperis 
Majefty ; as alfo with refpe&t to whar has been done 
in favour of the Imperial Town of Donawert, and to 
feveral other Difpofitions of that Nature.
